Frank Delgado contessed the slaying

brother’s widow of any implication in 
the matter although police claimed 
they had nine witnesses to prove that 
she, Mrs. Neitie Delo. io, 34, passed 
the gun to her brother-in-law.

Bill Drawn 


House Labor Committee 


Proposes Governing 
Board “Similar to NRA” 


WASHINGTON, (Copyright 1937 by 
United Press)—The house labor com- 
mittee has rewritten the senate ap- 
proved wages and hours bill to prowide 
a governing committee similar to the 
code authorities of the NRA, the Unit-. 
ed Press learned today. 

A confidential print of the rewrit-— 
ten bill, prepared for exclusive use of 
committee members, revealed these de- 
tails of the proposed committee set-— 
up: 

A wage and hour division would _be 
created in the labor department under 
the direction of a $10,000 adminis- 
trator who would appoint “a wage and 
hour committee to consider and recom- 
ment a minimum wage rate or a max- 
imum work day and work week, or 
both “for any industry in which he 
has reason to believe oppressive labor 
conditions exist.’”” No committees, how- 
ever, would be appointed for indus-— 
_tries in which the minimum wages and 
maximum hours are better than the 
40 cents per hour and 40 hours per 
, week named in the bill. 
| The committee, which would be lim- 
,ited to consider wages and hours, and 
,not authorized to develop fair trades 
practices as under the NRA, would 
‘submit recommendations to the ad- 
ministrator.
